Bucks county's long-sought “backbone highway” 
has been approved by the State I lighway Department and 
work on it will start in the spring, it was announced today. 
Preliminary surveys have been completed and a 
favorable report submitted to Secretary of I lighways john 
I I. Shroyer, who has given the 
go-ahead” signal for an 
improvement sought for many years by the Bucks C ounty 
Bankers Association and numerous other groups and 
individuals. 
The project calls tor a 24-foot driving surface, with 
eight foot shoulders, going in what is almost a bee line 
from Bristol to Doylestown, thence to Quakertown, and 
on until it intersects with the Bethlehem Pike. The total 
cost is estimated at $4,634,000. 
Strung like beads on a wire along this route are the 
mid-county boroughs. 
Hulmeville, South Langhorne, 
Langhorne Manor, Langhorne, Newtown, Doylestown, 
Dublin and Q uakertown are all either squarely on the 
route or closely skirted by it. 
In addition, the driving time will be shortened be­
